1. How many total number of MOSES represented employees are in the Amherst Drug Lab? 4 2. Are there any non- 
MOSES represented staff in the Amherst Drug Lab? If any please provide their names, titles and bargaining unit 
designation (if you know)? Only the 4 MOSES members. 

3. How many cases/items are analyzed each year by the staff? In 2011 we analyzed 4629 samples from Western Mass. 
And 1527 from the Boston area. 

4. How many cases/items are received each year? We received 4832 samples from Western Mass and 1527 from the 
Boston area. 

5. What is the current state of the backlog? 167 samples. Turnaround time? 

Average turnaround time is 33 days. 

6. What would the likely consequences be for analysts in order to satisfy Melendez -Diaz decision requirements, i.e., 
would analysts have to travel from JP to various courts in Western MA? Yes they would. We have a working agreement 
with area DA's to put us on call. This would be impossible if we had to travel from Jamaica Plain, JP to North Adams 
would take 3 Vi hours. 

How will this impact analysts ability to actually perform analyses? There is no space available in Jamaica Plain to handle 
4 more chemists. Most likely 4 positions would be lost from the drug lab, this would increase turnaround time 
significantly. Also, would city & town police officers have to make chain of custody treks to Boston? Springfield PD 
comes in once a week with samples while Holyoke PD comes in every 3 weeks. This closure would turn a 3 hour travel 
and drop off to all day. With fuel costs this would considerable affect cities and towns.
